The question was raised by in- 
terrogations in the house of com- 
mons today, asking, in effect, how 
the government reconciled this or- 
der with Article 171 of the treaty 
of Versailles, under which the use 
of asphyxiating poisonous or other 
gases and all analogous liquids, ma- 
terfals or devices is prohibited, and 
whether the investigations would 
be governed by similar déclarations 
by the council of the league of na- 


tions. 

Premier Lloyd-George, replying, 
said that the Whole subject of chem- 
ical warfare had been under con+ 
rt apie by the government for 

past ‘year. It..was a question 
t which any action’ must depend 
upon that of other nations, and as 
other countries continued to devel- 
op this method of warfare the safe- 
ty of the British fighting services | 
would be seriously jeopardized by 
lack of similar developmnts here. 

The subject, he added, would, of 
course, have to be reconsidered when 
the league of nations’ made its ex- 
pected pronouncement.

Early Date. 


Athens, November 15.—(By the 
Associated Press.)-—- The govern- 
ment, in an official announcefhent 
this afternoon, virtually admits the 
defeat.of the Venf%elists in the gen- 
eral elections throughout Greec 
yesterday. It says it will await 
the final results and then. in con- 
formity with constitutional princi- 
ples, resign before the convocation 
of parliament. 

If Premier Venizelos was tunsue- 
cessful in obtaining a majority of 
twenty-five votes in the chamber of 
‘deputies it is considered here he 
will be unable to solve the dynastic 
problem. Early indications were that 
he could not definitely, according 
to the returns, find 200 Venizelist 
deputies. When the votes of the 
soldiers from Athens, Piraeus and 
the districts at the front have been 
counted, however, the situation may 
change in favor of Premier Veni- 
zelos. 

Sweeping Victory Claimed. 
* The opposition claims a sweeping 
victory, even thé personal defeat 
of Venizelos in the city of Piraeus, 

The election is a great surprise 
to the government, which announces 
it will resign if it is defeated. The 
Venizelists are alarmed but consider 
that nothing is certain as yet be- 
cause fhe results of only 400 out 
of 3,000 districts are known. 

The cabinet met this morning and 
later issued the following com- 
munication: 

“It is evident that the govern- 
ment was mistaken in its expecta- 
tions regarding “the elections, al- 
though. definite results are mot 
newt. It will await.these fr 
so as to tur over the power tay the 
party designated by thé popular 
suffrage in conformity with the 
constitution, without awaiting cone 
vocation of the chamber.”

Washington, November 15..—Wash- 
ington buzzes with speculation as to 
whether President Wilson will again 
submit the treaty and the attached 
league covenant to the senate when 
it reassembles on the first Monday 
in December. Gossip represents the 
president as in a mood to do dra- 
matic things, as intending to ad- 
dress congress personally from a 
wheeled chair. 

To resubmit the treaty would be a 
dramatic thing, but it is difficult to 
see how it could be other than a fu- 
tile thing. 

Everybody knows, of course, that 
President Wilson could have got the 
treaty through the seante any time 
during the twelve months of debate 
on it if he had been willing to throw 
Article 10 overboard, But he said 
Article 10 was “the heart of the 
covenant,”and defied the senate’s 
efforts to eliminate it.. Of course, it 
is conceivable that the president 
might now take the ground that he 
invited a great popular réferendum; 
that this referendum has been held; 


that, however the result of the ref- 
erendum may be interpreted on 


some points, there can be no ques- 
tion that it was overwhelmingly ad- 
verse to Article 10; that he bows to 
the decision of the majority, and 
that he now resubmits the treaty to 
the senate and pledges himself in 
advance to accept the elimination of 
Article 10 and,otherwise to agrée to 
all the so-called “Lodge reserva- 
tions.” 

President Wilson could do that. It 
would, in the terminology of polit- 
ical strategy, “put the senate ‘in a 
hole.”

President Wilson is not self-de- 
ceived about his position. He knows 
that even more than most presidents, 
after an election in which the op- 
posing party wins, he is impotent 
for immediate or practical results. 
From now on Wilson will be intent 
on keeging hfs records stragiht for 
history. And having history in 


‘through so much tragedy, he is not 
likely to throw it overboard now. 

I think that very few people real- 
izehow completelf Wilson is wrap- 
pedupin Article 10. Article 10 may 
treaty,” as Wilson says it is.

The witness was Thomas H. Pur- 
tell, who described himself as an 
expert rivgter of the “old school.” 
In 1918 he was engaged as an in- 
spector of hulls at the plant of the 
Submarine Boat corporation. Some; 
of the riveting work in this yard 
he described as “fierce.” He said 
his superiors would not support 
him in his contentions of poor 
work—therefore, he sent President 
Wilson “some samples’ in the form 
of defective rivets. 

He could not say if the president 
ever saw the “evidence,” but he did 
know he was “fired for sending it.” 

“They gave me only just about 
enough time to get my clothes and 
get out of the yard,” he said. 

Later on, he said, the president 
answered his‘complaints through 
his secretary, Mr. Tumulty. As a 
result he was reinstated as an in- 
spéctor and given his back pay. He 
did not return to the Submarine 
Boat corporation yard, but was sent 
to the Standard Shipbuilding plant. 

“Something Fierce.” 

“It was evident,” the witness tes- 
tified, “that my record had preceded 
me, for I found I was in bad favor 
there.” 

He also testified that the rivet- 
ing sitvfation at the latter plant 
was also “something fierce.” He 
complained to his superiors, he add- 
ed, without satisfaction. He then 
threatened to go direct to the 
Emergency Fleet corporation head- 
quarters at Philadelphia and was 
warned not to do it. 

“I went to Philadelphia and was 
again fired,” he added. He supple- 
mented his verbal testimony as to 
what poor riveting was by exhib- 


its in the form of drawings by him 
showing rivets under varied condi- 
tions and by samples of rivets used 
in ship construction. The commit- 
tee was enlightened as to the mean- 
ing of various terms used in de- 
scribing faulty riveting and as to 
how alleged poor work Was covered 
up by Php py with red lead and 

materials.” 
ye 4 named “hull 13” among others 
as an example of alleged poor rivet- 
ing work. Asked if this ship still 
was afloat, he said he did not know. 
Chairman Walsh asked how it was 
that ships ‘on which poor riveting 
was alleged to have been done were 
still afloat and the witness said he 
could not tell.’ He afterwards said 
that poor work might not cause a 
breakdown for four or five years. 
He challenged the committee to go 
with him to any ship they might 
name that was built during the war 
in some of the yards and he would 
point out to them evidence of poor 
work. 

Time to Train Riveter. 
He asserted that it should take at 
least one or two years to train a riv- 


eter properly, but admitted that dur- 
ing the war emergency ship were 
needed quickly and that skilled men 
could not be had. In his work as 
inspector, he added, he had charge 
of two hulls at a time, with super- 
vision over 150 to 180 men. He tes- 
tified there were instances of work 
that he had condemned not being 
done over. It was a “spirit of pa- 


+triotism,”” he said, which prompted 


him to persevere in his attempts to, 
correct slack work in riveting. He 
explained he did not want it to be 
his fault if a ship went down with 
men on board. 

Eventually, Purtell asserted, he 
did talk to Chairman Hurley in New 
York and was told to put his com- 
plaints in writing.

“I told the chairman that I had a 
cramp in the arm from writing.” the 


He presented a 
R. H. Baliey, Jr. assistant to 
Chairman, Hurley, in which he was 
informed that his complaints had 
been investigated and found to be 
unwarranted. He was aloso told that 
his charges were without foundation 
and that for various reasons the 
shipyards would be just as weil

Led to Peer Werk. 

The witness condemned the com- 
petition in riveting that took place 
during the consgfuction period. He 
said that itledto poor work, and he 
added that he hoped to see a law 
passed that would make the pass- 
ng of a poorly-driven rivet a crime 
He also testified that he knew of 
inspectors who had resigned be- 
cause they felt that some day a 
“blow wpuld come and they might 
be sent over the_line.” 

Replying to a question, he said 
that he had never heard of a ship 
that had yy down through defec- 
tive riveting. One ship among the 
first'turned out, he said, made three 
attempts to sail, then, on her fourth, 
managed to get as far as Bermuda, 
eventually taking $2 days for a trip 
to Genoa and return. 
said, “suffered from a complication 
of diseases.” He expressed the 
opinion that the delay and trouble 
on the 92-day voyage was probably 
due to defective fuel oil.

it is most certainly very close to the 
heart of Wilson. It is Wilson's own 
child, and sofar as the covenant is 
concerned it is said to be his only 
child. 

If Article 10 were eliminated, the 
covenant would be not Wilson’s, but 
someone else’s. If Article 10 were 
eliminated, history would hardly set 
Wilson down as father of the league 
of nations. And it is rair to infer 
that this is exactly the dream that 
Wilson has about history. 

That. Wilson personally is respon- 
sible for Article 10 there can be no 
doubt. 
tial element that Wilson contributed 
to the treaty has been said in a 
spirit unfriendly to Mr. Wilson, but 
this is not so clear. It is a point as 
to which only historians with ac- 
cess to secret minutes can be just. 

Genesis of Article 10. 


But one thing is certain. So far 
as 1 know, attention has never been 
adequately called to the fact that 
Article 10 did not come into Presi- 
dent Wilson’s mind in connection 
with the league of nations. It was 
not devised by him as a part of the 
covenant. It was first devised by 
him long before the league of na- 
tions was thought of. Article 10 
was first devised by President Wil- 
son some time during 1915, and was 
first putin words by him inaspeech 


delivered on January 6, 1916, before }; 


the second Pan-American scientific 
congress. 

At that time President Wilson 
had the problem or Mexicu much on 
his mind. He wanted the co-opera- 
tion of Chili, Argentina, Brazil and 
other South American countries in 
handling the Mexican problem. He 
wanted to devise a plan which would 
make all the nations in North and 
South America equal partners in pre- 
serving the integrity of each of 
them., In expressing this, Mr. Wil- 
son first alluded to the Monroe doc- 
trine and then said: 

“I believe that you will sustain 
me in the statement that it has been 
fears and suspicions on this score 
which have hitherto prevented the 
greater intimacy and confidence ‘and 
trust between the Americans. The 
states of America have not been 
certain of what the United States 
would do with her power. That 
doubt must be removed. And lat- 
terly there has been a very farnk in- 
terchange of views between the au- 
thorities in Washington and. those 
who represented the other states of 
this hemisphere, an interchange of 
views charming and hopeful, be- 
cause based upon an increasingly 
sure appreciation of the spirit in 
which they were undertaken. 

“These gentlemen have seen that 
if America istocome into her own, 
her legitimate own, in a world of 
peace and order, she must establish 
the foundations of amity so that 
none will herefater doubt them. [I 
hope and believe that this can be ac- 
complished. These conferences have 
enabled me to foreseg how it will be 
accomplished. It ll be accom- 
plished, in the first place, by the 
states of America uniting in guar- 
anteeing to each other absolutely 
palitical independence and territo- 
rial integrity.” ° 

Identity of Thought. 


The identity in thought is clear 
between this passage and the lan- 
guage of Article 10: “The members 
of the league undertake to respect 
and preserve as against external ag- 
gression the territorial 
and existing political independence 
of the members of the league.” 

The deductions and _ inferences 
drawn by the persons who have 
known this earler interpretation of 
Article 10 in President Wilson’s 
mind have not been friendly to his 
place in history. This, however, 
does not by any means follow neces- 
sarily. owever it may be, the 
fact is given here merely as a con- 
tribution to the covenant’s gene- 


alogy.

and Rev. C. A. Hall were appointed. 

When the question was submitted 
to a vote there were no votes cast 
against it in the conferen¢ce session. 

During the conference last week 
Dr. Noah &. Cooper, of the Tennesee 
conference, where the measure was 
originated, appeared before the an- 
nual conference here and spoke at 
length of the proposition, stating 
that he had already appeared before 
the conference committee. 

Mr. Cooper referred to the fact 
more than 5,000,000 people now labor 
on Sundays and these laborers sup- 
port practically one-fifth of the 
country’s population. He estimated 
that all those who publish, read, cir- 
culate Sunday papers, and all who 
use Sunday trains, and all who buy 
or sell on Sundays, would make a 
combined number equal to one-half 
the entire population. 

Observance of Sunday. 

He brought forth the facts that 
congress does not sit on Sunday; no 
eourts are held on Sundays; no court 
decree is valid on Sundays; no presi- 
dent, governor or other official is 
ever inaugurated on a Sunday; 
neither congress nor any legislature 
can make laws on Sundays; all Sun- 
day notes and contracts are void, 
and nearly every state forbids labor 
among farmers, blacksmiths and 
mechanics on that day. 

He argued that most of the people 
wish to keep the day, that they were 
taught to keep it and would love to 
do so now. 

The North Georgia conference 
committee reported its approval of 
making a definite effort to increase 
Sunday observance and to bring 
about the passage of a law that will 
bring the matter emphatically into 
the life of the nation.

BROUGHT BY NEWBERRY 


Washington, November 15.—The 
government today requested the su- 
preme court to set next January 
3 for hearing arguments in the 
appeal brought by Senator Truman 
H. Newberry and sixteen others 
from convictions on charges of con- 


spiring to violate election laws in 
Senator Newberry’s election in 
Michigan. Former Associate Jus- 
tice Hughes, counsel for Mr. New- 
berry, concurred in the request. 

In making the motion to advance, 
Solicitor General Frierson declared 
the case was “one of public im- 
portance since it involved an at- 
tack upon the constitutionality of 
the corrupt practices act.’ 

“If the judgment is affirmed,” 
Mr. Frierson said, “the plaintiff in 
error, Truman H. Newberry, can no 
longer hold his seat in the United 
States senate to which he was elect- 
ed. On the other han4, if the judg- 
ment must be reversed, it is of 
great importance not only to peo- 
ple of the state of Michigan, but 
to the people of the United States 
that the cloud which it places upon 
his title be promptly removed.”

ARMENIANS IN FLIGHT 


BEFORE TURK TROOPS 


New York, November 15.—Erivan, 
capital of the Armenian republic, 
has been evacuated; communications 


between the great railway junction’ 


of Alexandropol and Tiflis, capital 
of Georgia, have been cut, thereby 


isolating Armenia from the outside 
world, and the road from Ardahan 
to Ardanautch is jammed with Ar- 
menian women and children fleeing 
down the valley of the Tchorok 
river towards Batum, according to 
cable dispatches received by the 
headquarters of the Near East relief 
here today. 

At the same time, reports were 
receivéd that Mustapha Kemal Pa- 
sha, in person at the head of the 
Turkish nationalist forces operating 
against Armenia, has ordered the 
Georgian government to evacuate 
Batum, on the Black Sea, and that 
the Georgian army has been mobil- 
ized to defend that port. 

Cable dispatches reaching the 
Near East relief headquarters Fri- 
day from Captain Serge Bekzetian, 
Armenian diplomatic representative 
in Tiflis, stated that the remnant 
of the Armenian army, retreating 
from Alexandropol, had withdrawn 


directly northwards along the Arpa- | 


Chai (Barley river) into the Geor- 
gian province of Akhalnalaki. 

One hundred refugees were said 
to have fled before the Turks across 
the frontiers of Armenia into Geor- 


gia, as well as into the interior of 


Armenia. The cablegram said these 
refygees were without food, cloth- 
ing or shelter and that the coun- 
try into which they had fled was 
barren of supplies. 

Charles V. Vickrey,.general sec- 
retary of the Near East Relief. ‘said 
today that part. at least, of the 
needs of the situation in the cau- 
casus had already been anticipated 
by the Near East Relief and that 
cargoes were now on the seas bound 
for Batum consisting of 5,813,000 
cases and bales of old clothing and 
shoes, 5.220 bags‘of rice, 1,680 bags 
of sugar and 260 tons of soap and 
other supplies. Mr. Vickrey also 
stated that beans, flour and other 
food staples would be shipped to 
Batum at once from Constantinople 
if transport could be secured. The 
steamer Gul Dijiemal, leaving New 
York on November 20 will carry 
1.000 tons of wheat flour, 400 of 
rice and 100 tons of sugar for re- 
lief purposes in the stricken dis- 
trict.

‘HELD FOR FIRE PANIC 


New York, November 15.—The 
two proprietors and the doorman of 
the east side motion picture house 
where six children were killed and 
12 others injured in a panic last 
—— were held in $10,000 bail late 
today for a hearing Friday. 

Earlier in the day they were ar- 
raigned on charges that they had 
failed to take proper precautions 
for safety, that an exit door was 
locked and that they violated the 
law prohibiting the admittance to 
theaters of unaccompanied minors. 
The panic occurred when smoke 
from a furnace filled the theater 
and caused a cry of “fire.” 

The twelve children injured in the 
Panic tonight were reported still in 
a serious condition.

JAPANESE EXCLUSION 
PROTESTED BY OKUMA 


Tokio, November 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Marquis Okuma, 
former Japanese premier, address- 
ing a meeting today, strongly at- 
tacked the plan to excjude Japa- 
nese from America by treaty. He 
pointed out that hitherto immigra- 
tion was restricted under a volun- 
tary agreement because it was re- 
alized §that restriction was preju- 
dicial to Japan’s prestige. The 
present effort to make restriction 
statutory, he said, was an act of 
infidelity to Japanese-American 
friendship. 

The former premier believed. that 
Washington would be able to stop 
Californian measures by enlisting 
public opinion of the whole coun-. 
try. If Japan’s appeals to Ameri- 
ca’s sense of international morality 
failed, the speaker continued, only 
force remained. Japan sincerely 
desired a solution of the problem, 
he concluded, fearing that other- 
wise the question would lead up to 
an outburst of self-sacrificing pa- 
triotism for which the 
people are noted.

IN UNITED STATES, 

LOWEST ON RECORD 
Washington, November ‘15.—Th 


1919 death registration area of con- 
tinental United States, embracing $1 


per cent of the total population, was 


shown in statistics made public to- 
day by the census bureau to be the 
lowest recorded for any one year. 
The rate of 12.9 per 1,000 of popula- 
tion showed a drop of 6.1 per 1,000 
from the unusually high rate of 
1918 resulting from the epidemic of 
influenza. : 

The total number of deaths in 1319 
was 1,096,436, of which 111,579, or 


12.2 per cent were caused by heart 
disease, while tuberculosis resulted 
in 106,985, or 9.8 per cent, the sta- 
tistics showed. Deaths attribised to 
pneumonia totaled 105,213; influenza, 
$4,113; nephritig and Bright's dis- 
ease, 75,005, and cancer-and other 
malignant tumors, 68,561. 

Three states—Delaware, Florida 
and Mississippi, were added to the 
registration area in 1919, making a 
total of 33 states, the District of Co- 
lumbia and eighteen ‘registration 
cities in non-registration states in 
the area.

Tour to Reveal Gpportun ities 


ae 


_ Of Georgia’s Great Resources 


The one hundred and fifty promi- 
nent Georgians who will leave here 
Ww esday for a tour of the indus- 
trial centers of the north and east 
are making their trip to see, in the 
iron furnaces and steel plants of 
Pittsburg and Cincinnati, in the 
power plant at Niagara Falis, in 
the mills and factories and indus- 
tries of all sorts around these cit- 
ies, the visible evidence of what 
Georgia brains and Georgia capital 
can do in their own state with the 
tremendous undeveloped resources 
at their command. 

WhatfMhese resources are and the 
possibilities that lie in them are 
described in a statement issued 
Monday at the headquarters: of the 
movement for a greater Georgia 
Tech and a greater industrial Geor- 
gia, under auspices of which the 
tour is being made. The statement 


follows: 
“The fossil iron ores of Georgia, 


which are generaily known else- 
where in the United States as the 
aes ores, form a part of one of 
the most remarkable iron ore de- 
posits known.’ 

“The above statement is made by 
Dr. S. W. McCallie, state geologist 
of Georgia, in his last printed re- 
port on the fossil ores of Georgia. 
It is quoted here as the basis for a 
single illustration of the neglected 
resources of the state. : 

“Dr. McCallie continues: ‘In 
northwest Georgia there are five 
different lines of these outcrops, 
crossed in going east from _ the 
Georgia-Alabama line, in the vicin- 
ity of Rising Fawn to Taylor’s 
Ridge, a distance of less than twen- 
ty miles. These numerous outcrops 
make the aggregate length of out- 
croppings of the ores in Georgia 
probably greater than that of any 
other state, if the limited area of 
their occurrence is taken into con- 


4 
sideration. The Cinton or fossil 
fron ores form an almost ‘contin- 
uous line of outcroppings from cen- 
tral Pennsylvania to central Ala- 
bama. The. total length of outcrop- 
pings of this remarkable fron de- 
posit is approximately 1,000 miles, 
thus making one of the most éex- 
tensfve and important continuous 
iron ore deposits not only the 
United States, but also in the world. 
The outcroppings would yield ore 
in sufficient quantities to make a 
workable bed for an approximate 
length of 175 miles. The aggregate 
amount of ore occurring in the out- 
croppings must inde be very 
great.’ 
Great Resources. 


“How is Georgia utilizing these 
resources of iron ore, described by 
the state geologist as among the 
greatest in the world? 

“She is Pe ter deny as much ore as 
the four gteater pig iron and steel- 
producing states in the union, Penn- 
sylvania, Indiana, Ohio and Illinois. 
But that is where Georgia stops. 

“These four states have in oper- 
ation 232 blast furnaces. Georgia 
has not a single furnace. ~ 

“These blast furnaces produce 
31,253,400 tons of pig iron a year. 
Georgia produces not a single ton 
of pig iron. 

“Instead, Georgia ships her iron 
ore out of the state. In Birming- 
ham and Chattanooga it is convert- 
ed into pig iron, and thence sent 
to Pennsylvania and other northern 
nl a where it is converted into 
steel. 

“Eventually Georgia’s ore, in the 
form of structural steel machinery, 
farm implements, vehicles, hard- 
ware and steel products of all kinds, 
comes back to her—but at what a 
cost! 

“It costs Pittsburg $17.72 to get 
enough raw materia) into Pittsburg 
to make a ton of pig iron. It costs 
$17.58 a gross ton to freight struc- 
tural steel back to Georgia. 

“Georgia paid this freight—and Is 
paying it by the millions every 
year! 

“That's 


freight alone. Georgta' 


Style, Quality and Workmanship in Mind, We

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also paid the manufacturers’ 
profit. 


“Now here 1s the astounding 
point to the situation—Georgia not 
only ought to save these millions 
yearly, but she ought to make them 
instead of Pittsburg. 


Needs Furnaces. 


“If Georgia had the blast furnaces 
to make the pig iron, if Georgia 
had the electric furnaces to make 
the steel and if Georgia had the 
finishing mills and _ fabricating 
plants to make the structura!) steel, 
the machinery, the farm implements, 
the vehicles and the hardware, 
Georgia's wealth would be the 
wealth that now is Pittsburg’s and 
a score of other industrial cities. 

“Why cannot Georgia have the 
furnaces a ndthe mills? She can— 
and she can have them under condi- 
tions favorable to the investor such 
as are unparalleled in any part of 
the country. 

“In the first place, within a 
radius of ten miles Georgia has ore 
mines, coal mines and limestone 
quarries of first magnitude that 
have been producing without ces- 
sation for forty years large quan- 
tities of these minerals, and are 
capable of so producing for years 
to come—a situation which has no 
equal in any other part of the world. 
This is stated on authority of the 
United States geological survey. 

“In the second place; by locating 
furnaces at the mines, all freight 
charges are eliminated and Geor- 
gia can thus produce pig iron and 
sfeel at $35 a ton less than it is 
possible for Pittsburg to produce 
it and deliver it in Georgia. 

“In the third place, Georgia has 
ideal climatical and labor condi- 
tions. Pittsburg, in seven months, 
must haul from the upper lake re- 
wion enough raw material to supply 
her furnaces the entire year, be- 
cause the lake canals are frozen 
over four and a half months in the 
year. The cold weather, by paralyz- 
ing transportation, frequently calses 
shutdowns in Pittsburg in mid- 
winter: it also retards deliveries 
and its effect on labor often is dis- 
astrous. Georgia, with mild weath- 
er almost 365 days in the year, es- 
capes these handicaps to both em- 
ployer and employee.

Session of North Georgia 
Methodist Conference, 
Which Adjourned Last 
Night.

The. fifty-fourth session of the 
North Georgia Methodist conference, 
Which had been in progress since 
last Wednesday, came to a close 
late Monday night, choosing St. 
John church, Augusta, as the next 
place of meeting.. ‘ 

The last day of the conference 
was a most strenuous one, necessi- 
tating an afternoon séssién, which 
ran into. the’ night before the ap- 
pointments were read. Many mat- 
ters pertaining to the church work 
and policy were to be considered on 
the last day, and some of them pro- 
voked earnest and interesting de- 
bate. 

The conference body was sadden- 


-ed early in the morning session, 


on hkearning of the death of the lit- 
tle daughter of Rev. and Mrs. Wal- 
ter Anthohy, and showed its grief 
by standing to vote a resolution of 


sympathy for the bereaved parents. 

Practically all the morning ses- 
sion was taken up With calling the 
names of the pastors, hearing their 
reports and’ passing their charac- 
ters. A.session of the legal con- 
ference was held, when Rev. M. 38. 
Williams was re-elected as presi- 
dent, Rev. R. F. Eakes as vice pres3- 
ident and Rev. Dr.. J. W, Quillian 
treasurer. The legal conference 
voted to abandon its claims to nu- 
merous wild lands in the moun- 
tains of the northern part of the 
state, on account of legal gdifficul- 
ties. 

For Stperannuation. 


Rev. J. R. King asked that _his 
mame be referred to the committee 
on conference relations for super- 
annuation, and it was so ordered. 
Rev. J. F. Roberts and Rev. Firley 
Baum were granted locations at 
their own requests. Thexvcommittee 
on trial in the case of J. H. Hardy 
reported that he was found guilty 
of immorality, and that he had 
been expelled from the ministry 
and membership in the church. The 
name of Rev. F. J. Mashburn was 
called, and his character not pass- 
ed, as the .conference had heard 
that he had joined another church, 
= his name was dropped from the 
roll. 
Considerable ! debate developed 
when the Wesleyan Advocate report 
was brdught in. Two laymen on 
the Advocate committee had urged 
that an assessment of $7,500 be put 
into the budget for the benefit of 
the Advocate. Dr. J. H:>’Eakes of- 
fered an amendment, which pro- 
vided that the assessment would 
be accepted, provided that it was 
not placed in the budget, and that 
the South Georgia conference would 
assume a like assessment. The 
month of March was set as the 
month to carry out the Advocate 
campaign. The Eakes amendment 
was accepted, and the report then 
adopted. : 

Hon. Addison Maupin then ad- 
vised the conference that the as- 
sessments for chufeh work: for the 
coming year would be as follows: 
For general work, $91,130; for con- 
ference work, $118,880. He declared 
the percentage of increases to be 
smaller than in former years. 

Division Is Defeated. 

A resolution providing for a di- 
vision of the conference Was intro- 
duced and-urged by Rev. Marvin 
Williams.. It was defeated py vote.
